Upright nterchants 
would pay the demand of tbe Customs, but a 
large quantity of valuable merchandiie would 
escape, and the only result of the impost would 
he the establishment of a new, unequal, 
and, to a gteal extent, unproductive 
system of taxation. Without reference ii Lhe 
difficulties of collection. 111 per cent, is an ex- 
travagant impost, and such aa merchandise will 
not bear. \Ve are await? tint at the preient 
moment Luge 4 uantitiea of goodi are sold in 
ihe Sydney market at i prie* considerably 
below their cost in Great Britain. The addi- 
tional deduction would be an affgriTstion of Ibe 
losses of the merchants. Nothing is better 
established than tint high duLiea are pernicious, 
and dettrucliie to trade, and tond to defeat 
themselves. One of the Colonial Gavernroenta 
some yeaii ago, being bard drivsn for moaty, 
raised the ait riuorrm duties Ui li percent., 
but the proceeds were something leas lb in 
the duties had been at A per cent. If tbe sur- 
face upon which a tax i- to operate he not anffi- 
cieul ly large to make it of copsiierablo conse- 
quence to the revenue, it is clearly not suited tn 
the circumstances of the country. It ie tbe 
h.us!ne*A of tbe legislature to levy taxes where 
ti ey will fall wilh most eotiality. and wheTe thei 
will be moil productive. We protest againit 
disguising tuotion from the ere* of the people. 
This waa an artifice intended for times when the 
people, as aurh, had but a meagre share 
irt the aoTernment, and where it was a 
matter of imporUtte* la delude them. 
The people ought to be uught tu look taxation 
boldly in the face, and consider it as one of 
the conditions of civilian io' . They ought to be 
taught tb.it the money which is really required 
for iha public welfare is profitably apeni i they 
ought to be inttructed that the more direct 
taxation lhe lets ill amonnt ; they Ought to be 
convinced ihit there i« no more hardship in pay- 
ing for good Gi,vernment, than in paying the 
hutdi^r and the baker- We should appeal not 
to their prejudices but to their reason, if we are 
to commit to them the absolute control in the 
eHVirs of Government- In thin apiiit the 
Ministry should he prepared to ofFor a scheme 
of taxation which will admit of no extensive 
evaeions. and whi.h will not eipoee one 
Hasa of citizens to the depredatioei of mother. 
Hut the question returns upon na ,- Is it really 
necessary that soy such tax should be imposed 
by ttie QoYtrnment for general purpoaea ? Ii it 
not possible so to reduce the iphere of general 
Government as to relieve the reversal of an 
eunrmous and most unnecessary pressure r Lot 
tbe Legislature hasten on municipal inaiituuons : 
—let them give up thai portion of the land 
fund which can be flirty spared, to assist in the 
improvement of the districts where It is raised ; 
let them hand over nil local receipts for the 
benefit of local adminiitrstlun. This would 
aasutedly diminish tbe diflleuliiei of Oorern- 
ment, and we have t o doubt that in a few years 
the ]*nd revenue aloie would ba auitciest to 
carry an the neceiwy public works, and leave a 
surplus for the discharge of delta incurred, 
and for a*»ieiing the colonists to promote im* 
migration- 
One great consideration referred 10 by several 
speakers was, that erery change in oar fiscal 
system involves great inconvenience ud great 
loss to tlie country. Suppose for instance an 
W ralnrtm duty were introduced to-morrow,— 
all person! in possession of large stocks would 
have 10 per cent, added to the Tiloe of their 
goods, at leaat nominally. Those whose mer- 
chandise is upon the ocean would suffer a coi- 
responJing Loi?, Wi are quite aware tblt 
private interests must succumb to public in- 
terests, but the public difficulties are aggravated 
by a sense of insecurity. It is our business to 
make this a free port. An nit roinrem 
duty it entirely uueuilad to the 
this commercial age.
